U.S. 50 Pavement Improvements in Seymour



U.S. 50 – Project Location

• Agrico Lane thru I-65 interchange to U.S. 31

• Project length – 1.25 miles



U.S. 50 – Purpose and Need
• Purpose

• Address the U.S. 50 deteriorating pavement 

• Improve safety through the corridor

• Increase vehicle and pedestrian mobility

• Need
• The pavement has reached the end of its life span and needs to be 

rehabilitated to restore rideability

• Accidents reported thru the corridor have shown a number of rear end 
collisions

• There are pedestrians using the shoulder and side of the road to travel along 
U.S. 50. 



U.S. 50 – Purpose and Need

Pavement distress/failure Worn path along the road



U.S. 50 – Purpose and Need
• No Build

• Baseline for comparison for build alternatives 

• Does not meet purpose and need

• Alternative 1 
• Resurface the existing pavement

• Does not meet purpose and need - does not provide a long lasting pavement 
and there is no enhancement to safety



U.S. 50 – Purpose and Need
• Alternative 2 

• Pavement reconstruction 

• Adding a Two-way Left turn lane 

• Intersection improvements at the U.S. 31 intersection with the addition of a 
dedicated right turn lane 

• Adding a multi-use pedestrian path along the north side of U.S.50 from Agrico 
Lane to Sandy Creek Drive

PREFERRED ALTERNATIVE

MAJOR INVESTMENT BY INDOT AND THE CITY OF SEYMOUR

The project does not require additional Right-Of-Way

• Additional Project work
• I-65 ramp extension – Eastbound U.S. 50 ramp to Northbound I-65

• I-65 Bridges over U.S. 50 – bridge painting 



U.S. 50 – Project Details
• Two lane road in each direction 

separated by a grass median

• Four signalized intersections 
with dedicated turn lanes
• Myers Street

• Sandy Creek Drive

• Steven’s Way

• U.S. 31



U.S. 50 - Project Details
• I-65 Interchange with on and off ramps to U.S. 50



U.S. 50 - Project Details
• Between Agrico Lane and Sandy Creek Drive

• Enclose the grass median and install a Two-Way Left Turn Lane

• Add an 8 foot wide multi-use pedestrian path on the northside of the roadway

• Widen the Sandy Branch Creek Bridge in the median to accommodate the Two-Way 
Left Turn Lane and the multi-use pedestrian path



U.S. 50 - Project Details
• Between Sandy Creek Drive and 

U.S. 31
• Replace the existing pavement in-

kind

• U.S. 50 and U.S. 31 Intersection
• Eastbound U.S. 50 to Southbound 

U.S. 31 – addition of a right turn 
lane and construct a raised 
concrete island

• Southbound U.S. 31 to Westbound 
U.S. 50 – increase the length of the 
existing right turn lane and 
construct a corrugated concrete 
island

• Four Existing Traffic Signal 

Locations – Myers Street, Sandy 
Creek Drive, Steven’s Way, and U.S. 
31
• Traffic Signal Modernization

• Myers Street and Sandy Creek Drive 

• Accessible Pedestrian Signals 

• Pedestrian push buttons -
visual crossing message 
Walk/Don’t Walk 

• Audio message

• U.S. 31 intersection - lighting 
modernization 



U.S. 50 – Project Construction
• How does this get built?

• Access to adjacent 
properties will be 
maintained during 
construction

• Maintain Two lanes in 
each direction on U.S. 
50

• I-65 Interchange – all 
ramp movements will 
remain open

• Temporary ramps 
will be constructed 
and controlled by 
temporary traffic 
signals
